‘Almost dead from exhaustion, they 
landed and were kindly treated by the 
natives of that’ island, When they 
were able to eat and had regained 
their strength they were sent to Hong- 
kong, thence to'the Caroline islands 
and from there home. in a trading 
schooner. After more than three 
tnonths’ absence: they were hailed by 
their friends as risen from the dead. 

It is by such involuntary voyages,
